Senator Wagner (Dem., N. Y.) creates 
a national Jabor relations board. This 
body will have almost judicial powers 
in settling-labor disputes and in con- 
nection with those powers the board 
can actually say to an employer of 
workers that he must not promote an 
organization among them other than 
of the. type of their own choosing. In 
other words, a labor agitator repre- 
senting the American Federation of 
Labor will be permitted to enter any- 
body’s shop and organize the workers 
and the employer will, be powerless to 
prevent it. If, however, he sought to 
have his workers organize. themselves 
into a union. not affiliated with organ- 


board can order it stopped. Actually,
